 The commanders are obliged to ensure safe 
and healthy working conditions to the 
members of the armed forces, the civilians 
working in the units, as well as all other 
people that are inside or beside military 
buildings or objects.

 The commanders (superiors) hold 
responsibility for the ensuring of safe and 
healthy working conditions.



Working Conditions Council
(WCCcl)

 Discusses and analyzes the state of the safe 
and healthy working conditions insurance in 
the Ministry of Defense and the Bulgarian 
Armed Forces.

 Presents solutions in the field of safe and 
healthy working conditions to the Minister 
of Defense.

 Performs control inspections.



Main Functions and Tasks of the 
Personnel Policy Department

 Assists the Minister of Defense
 Performs the methodical direction of the 

activities concerning the safe and healthy 
working conditions.

 Takes part in the investigation of 
employment accidents in the Ministry of 
Defense and the Bulgarian Armed Forces.

 Performs control inspections.



Officials Responsible for Health and 
Safety Working Conditions

 Assist the commanders.
 Take part in the development and execution 

of programs and plans for ensuring safe and 
healthy working conditions.

 Organize the activities concerning health 
and safety working conditions.

 Perform control functions.



Working Conditions Committees
(WCC)

 Take part in the development of programs 
and plans.

 Discuss the results from the evaluation of the 
professional risks.

 Perform examinations.
 Present suggestions to the commanders.



Rights of the members of the 
working conditions committees

 Access to the whole information concerning 
working conditions.

 To present measures for reducing the safe 
and healthy risks to the commander.

 To participate in the examinations 
performed by the control agencies.

 The commanders ensure the required 
resources for the training of the members of 
the working conditions committees.
